All four walked together, sm- 
iling and chatting, out of a red- 
brick suburban mansibn where 
the talks have been taking pl- 
ace to give the news to repor- 
ters. 

The negotiations had been 
deadlocked for toe past three 
' weeks over the question of how 
whites would be elected to sp- 
ecially-reserved seats in parli- 
ament. 

Bishop Muzorewa’s United 
African National Council &JA- 
NC) could not agree with the 
. stand of the three other parti- 
. es that there should be a sep- 
arate white voters roll for all 
22 white seats- in the 100-seat 
house. ■ 

Mr. Smith said today this 
point -had been agreed following 
an ingenious compromise pro- 
posal. He did not say what the 
compromise was, stating that 
it was complicated and had to 
be written down before being 
released.

Carter’s decision on plane 
sales to Egypt, Saudi Arabia 
evokes angry Israeli response 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Feb. 15 (R). — Israel! Prime Minister Menachem Begin today condemned 
President Carter’s decision to sell warplanes to Egypt and Saudi Arabia, and said it threatened 
Israel’s safety. Mr. Begin told the Knesset : “Supplying these planes to Saudi Arabia and Egypt 
endangers Israel’s security and the peace-making process.” 

He thanked toe American war against Israel/’ Mr. Begin ing toe summer but that the radar and communications equ- 


“This is a firm decision,” 
a State Department spok- 
esman said in Washington. 
“We have taken into ac- 
count the views of others 
in making it.” 

Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance said the sale will 
help peace. 

Mr. Vance told reporters 
after a closed-door House 
hearing that he believes 
Congress will understand 
the purpose of the sales 
and said he hopes it will 
approve them. 

"We believe this will 
help move towards peace,” 
Mr. Vance said. “We beli- 
eve it will help the self 
confidence of the indivi- 
duals involved in moving 
into fruitful negotiations.” 

Mr. Vance said he belie- 
ved the planes will gave 
negotiating countries the 
confidence to “make poli- 
tical decisions that they 
might not quite be prepar- 
ed to make otherwise.”

The Middle East package in- 
cludes 60 McDonnell Douglas 
F-15s, toe world's most ad- 
vanced fighter, for Saudi Ara- 
bia. Israel would get 15 more 
F-I5s, in addition to 25 already 
purchased, and 75 less sophis- 
ticated General Dynamics F- 
16s. Israel is asking for 250 
F-16's. 

Egypt would buy 50 less ca- 
pable, shorter-range Northrop 
F-5E fighters. 

Mr. Begin said he hoped the 
United States would provide 
Israel with additional arms as 
President Carter’s proposals 
did not meet all Israeli reque- 
sts. 

The Israeli premier will meet 
President Carter in Washing- 
ton next month in an attempt 
to bridge their differences. The 
date has yet to be fixed. 

Defence Minister Ezer Weiz- 
man Is expected to ask for mo- 
re arms when he visits Washin- 
gton at the beginning of Mar- 
ch. 

Mr. Begin said the planes 
for Saudi Arabia would be used 
against Israel if new fighting 
broke out in the Middle East. 

“Israel has knowledge that 
Saudi Arabia has already pro- 
mised a certain Arab state that 
those planes will be at its dis- 
posal in the event of a new

The announcement in Was- 
hington of the arms package 
deal shifted the focus of disag- 
reement between the U.S. and 
Israel from the issue of Jewish 
settlements on territories oc- 
cupied from the Arabs in 1967. 

Mr. Begin said today the two 
countries differed on the ques- 
tion of the legality of the set- 
tlements but had "agreed to 
disagree” on the issue during 
talk? in Washington last July. 

In Washington, U.S. sources 
said today that the United Sta- 
tes believes its proposed sale 
of fighter planes to Egypt and 
Saudi Arabia would not subs- 
tantially reduce Israel’s milit- 
ary dominance in the Middle 
East. 

U.S. military planners belie- 
ve Israel could quickly defeat 
any combination of Arab for- 
ces for the next five years. The 
House Armed Sendees Commit- 
tee made a similar finding ear- 
lier this month. 

Comparing the F-5E with 
toe two more capable fighters, 
the Chairman of toe Joint Ch- 
iefs of Staff, Gen. George Bro- 
wn, was quoted as saying: "I 
don’t think anyone in their 
right mind would try and fly 
an F-5 against either of them.” 

The whole sales package is 
subject “to congressional app- 
roval later this year. A senior 
Pentagon official said the de- 
livery of F-5s could begin d br- 


other aircraft would not be su- 
pplied until late 1981. 

In Los Angeles, Mr. Dayan 
told reporters he thought the 
package was premature. The 
U.S. should not sell weapons 
to Egypt until it had signed a 
peace agreement with Israel, he 
said. 

Mr. Vance said on televisi- 
on that the Israelis had "made 
no bones in advance that they 
didn't like the decision” when 
they were told yesterday. 

Egypt was “very unhappy 
they were not getting every- 
thing they were asking for/* 
Mr. Vance said. 

The U.S. previously only al- 
lowed the sale of military sup- 
plies such as transport planes, 


radar and communications equ- 
ipment, to Egypt. 

Senior officials said Saudi 
Arabia needed the F-15s to re- 
place out-of-date British figh- 
ters. But representative Lester 
Wolff said he would try to bl- 
ock this part of the package. 

He said the administration 
proposal "raises serious questi- 
ons about toe ability of our 
country to help preserve peace 
in the Middle East.” 

Mr. Vance stressed that Sau- 
di Arabia “faces a potential th- 
reat from certain of its radical 
neighbours” and senior officials 
mentioned Iraq. 

“Sixty (jets) is not a great 
number of aircraft for that co- 
untry and the threat it faces" 
Mr. Vance said. 


Egypt views decision 
as support for Sadat 

CAIRO, Feb. 15 (R). — The U.S. administration’s decision to sell 
Egypt 50 F-5 fighters was seen here as the first tangible U.S. ba- 
cking for President Anwar Sadat’s peace initiative - - even though 
he has called toe planes “10th rate.” 

While there was no official Egyptian comment on the propo- 
sal announced last night by U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, 
well-informed Egyptian sources saw it as a tangible political 
symbol of American support. 

It was the first time toe U.S. administration had agreed to 
sell offensive weapons to Egypt, previously it restricted military 
supplies to transport planes and communications equipment. 

Diplomatic sources in Cairo said the plane is a defensive 
interceptor, cheap to buy and maintain. They said it had a lim- 
ited range and was not suitable for supporting a ground attack 
against Israel. 


Is Carter now bent on a key test of 
strength with pro -Israel forces in U.S.?

AMMAN. Feb. 15 — The de- 
cision by toe Carter administ- 
ration last night to recommend 
to toe American Congress the 
sale of U.S. American fighter 
planes to Saudi Arabia and 
Egypt is likely to bring on toe 
head-to-head confrontation bet- 
ween the Carter administration 
and the pro-Israeli forces in 
the United States that has been 
avoided by tacit and mutual 
agreement over toe past ten 
months or so. 

The key element in the tim- 
ing of President Carter’s deci- 
sion to sell the planes to Egypt 
and Saudi Arabia, however, is 
that it comes at a critical mo- 
ment for his relations with the 
Congress, with Congressional 
approval awaited soon on two 
key Carter legislative packages 
--the Panama Canal treaties 
(which the Senate has to ratify 
with a two-thirds majority), 
and the U.S. energy program- 
me, which has been stalled in 
toe Congress for many mon- 
ths. 

For President Carter now to 
introduce a major new element 
of controversy into his fragile 
ties with the Senate and the 
House of Representatives must 
be viewed either as a major bl- 
under based on a serious mis- 
reading of his chances of ge- 
tting approval for the arms 
sales, or a calculated and cl- 
ever risk. 

Congress and toe Mideast 

The peculiar vulnerability of 
President Carter before toe Co- 
ngress stems from his admini- 
stration’s mediocre performance 
in that arena so far, and the 
tie-in with the Middle East ar- 
ms sale package is that the 
Congress -- particularly toe 
Senate -- is toe focal point, 
and the cutting edge, of toe po- 
wer of the pro-Israeli forces in 
toe United States. 

Those pro-Israeli forces have 
flexed their muscles twice al- 
ready in the past six months 
on the very issue of selling 
American F-15 fighter-bombers 
to Saudi Arabia. Before the 
Congress recessed last year, 
toe Carter administration was 
persuaded by some clear Sena- 


te signals to delay sending the 
proposed Saudi plane sale for 
Congressional approval. 

Three weeks ago, a majority 
of the Senate Foreign Relati- 
ons Committee again took the 
matter into the public arena 
-- where the pro-Israeli power 
is wielded most brutally in toe 
United States -- and warned 
toe Carter camp that the sale 
of the F-15 planes to the Sau- 
dis would be viewed as dange- 
rous to Israel, and therefore 
was subject to a possible Cong- 
ressional veto. 

Now that President Carter 
has gone ahead and proposed 
the package deal of jet plan- 
es to Saudi Arabia, Egypt and 
Israel, it is certain that: toe Is- 
raeli leadership will get out 
most -- perhaps all -- of Its 
forces in the United States in a 
coordinated effort to block the 
sale of the military planes to 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia. 

The situation is further ag- 
gravated, from President Car- 
ter’s position, because toe jo- 
int American-Soviet statement 
on the Middle East issued last 
October, ^ tremendously upset 
toe Israelis, who immediately 
increased their American-bas- 
ed pressure on toe Carter ad- 
ministration. State Department 
sources intimately involved in 
the Middle East told the Jor- 
dan Times that after the So- 
viet -American statement was 
issued, letters of complaint 
poured into the White House 
at a rate of over 5,000 per 
day, 

Eytoall-to-eyebaQ 

In effect, after the Soviet- 
America n statement in October, 
the Israelis perceived that the 
Carter administration was ser- 
ious about bringing about a mo- 
re or less full Israeli withdra- 
wal from occupied Arab terr- 
itories and a recognition of ill- 
defined 'legitimate Palestin- 
ian rights”, and they decided 
to muster the pro-Israeli for- 
ces in the United States to ma- 
ke sure that Mr. Carter would 
move no further towards the 
Arab position. 

Since then, the Carter-lsraeli 
balance of forces has remain- 
ed static, with an eyeball -to- 
eyeball confrontation ready to 
come out into the open at any 
moment, but being kept out of 


toe limelight by the tacit, desi- 
re of both sides. 

For President Carter, a pub- 
lic confrontation with the Isra- 
elis and their formidable allies 
within toe United States could 
hardly be the thing to help him 
get his several key program- 
mes through an already self- 
assertive Congress. And for 
the freshly elected Premier Be- 
gin, a confrontation with the 
American president at a time 
when toe Arabs were clearly 
on a peace-making trail wap 
also hardly toe thing required 
to enhance American influen- 
ce in a mediating role in the 
Middle East. 

The key factor that may 
well have caused Mr. Carter 
to press ahead now with his 
proposed arms sales to the two 
Arab states is the enormous 
impact on American public op- 
inion of the Sadat peace initi- 
ative. Even though President 
Sadat has gotten nowhere yet 
with the Israelis, he bas made 
a very deep and lasting imp- 
ression as a man of peace on 
the American public. 

This has coincided broadly 
with the same process of "edu- 
cating the public" that Presi- 
dent Carter undertook as early 
as last March, when he star- 
ted talking in public about the 
need for a Palestinian homel- 
and, a full Israeli withdrawal 
and a peace agreement that 
gives all states in the Middle 
East safe and secure borders. 

Public support 

Mr. Carter may now feel 
that his public speaking on toe 
matter and the American peop- 
le's changed perception of Mr. 
Sadat, and all toe Arabs by 
implication, may have set the 
stage for a test of strength with 
the Congress. 

There is only one force 
outside naked national intere- 
st -- that can possibly blunt 
toe pro-Israeli sentiment in Co- 
ngress, and that is an overwhe- 
lming display of public opinion 
behind toe president. If Mr. 
Carter has decided to test the 
full fury of the pro-Israeli 
lobby in America, it Is proba- 
bly because he now feels that 
he has enough public under- 
standing and backing to face 
up to toe pro-Israeli legislato- 
rs who have relied for their 


power on the un examining and 
unquestioning nature of the 
American public with regards 
to the Middle East. 

Mr. Carter also probably ca- 
lculated that the package deal 
giving Israel the F-15 and F-16 
fighter-bombers it wanted wo- 
uld sweeten toe pill that toe 
Congress was being asked to 
swallow. But it is already cl- 
ear from the almost reflexive 
reactions of several key legis- 
lators that the three sales to 
toe three countries will be trea- 
ted separately. 

In this case, if toe Egyptian 
and Saudi Arabian deals are 
blocked by the Congress, the 
key issue to watch will be wh- 
at President Carter decides to 
do with his proposed sale of 
planes to Israel. If he with- 
draws that sale, he shall have 
made the decision to plunge ah- 
ead into the battle against the 
pro-Israeli forces. If he main- 
tains toe Israeli sale while ac- 
cepting the defeat of toe Egyp- 
tian and Saudi ones, it will ma- 
rk his clear defeat before the 
Israeli lobby. 

In either case, he seems to 
have taken the decisive decisi- 
on that he has studiously avoi- 
ded for the past year -- the 
decision to carry out a U.S. 
policy based on hi9 perception 
of what is required in the Mid- 
dle East, rather than on the 
perception of Israel and its ma- 
ny supporters in the United 
States Congress. ' 

If he fails in this effort, wh- 
ile so many of his other key 
legislative packages are also 
before the Congress, it would 
be a very strong blow to him 
indeed, particularly coming, as 
it would, during his first two 
years in office, when a presi- 
dent is usually at his strongest. 

But if he wins, that is if he 
pushes the package of arms 
sales through the Congress, he 
shall strengthen himself immea- 
surably and prove to himself, 
and to toe rest of the world, 
that an American president st- 
ronger than the pro-Israeli for- 
ces in toe United States is a 
key element in the search for 
peace in the Middle East 

President Eisenhower was 
the last such person to stand 
up to Israel and win. President 
Carter may be the second, or 
he may not But »t seems 
he wishes to find out.

Will Mr Carter’s 
package fly? 


I The Carter administration's decision to propose 
to .Congress a package deal of military jet plane sales 
to Egypt, Israel and Saudi Arabia will not alter the 
strategic balance of power in the Middle East, but 
rather is designed as a slick political palliative and a 
pat on the back to all three states. As such, it is 
probably going to cause Mr. Carter more problems at 
home and abroad than he needs right now, and we 
suggest that the real importance of the event is in the 
implications it has for Mr. Carter’s domestic political 
position. 

The Israelis made it clear several weeks ago that 
they would oppose the sale of F-15 fighter-bombers to 
Saudi Arabia, or even the lightweight F5-E fighter 
jets to Egypt. But Mr. Carter was cornered, because 
a) he was faced with the situation where the arms 
sales were seen by the Saudis and Egyptians as signs 
of American friendship, and fa) he found himself in the 
rather awkward position of having to provide the 
political payoff to Egypt that Mr. Begin did not pro- 
duce in reply to the Sadat initiative. Mr. Carter had no 
.■choice really but to sell planes to Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia, and to make the selling acceptable to Con- 
gress he coupled the deals to the Israeli request for 
F-15 and F-16 jets. 

But Mr. Carter also knew that any military jet 
sales to Egypt and Saudi Arabia would evoke a great 
deal of opposition by the pro-Israeli forces in the 
United States, forces that wasted no time an making 
their objections known, as we saw from the quick 
statements, only hours after the news of the proposed 
plane deals, by such unswerving pro-Israeli regulars 
as Senators Clifford Case and Daniel Moynihan. Thus 
Mr. Carter's real battle is now in front of him, as he 
works to push the package deal through a hostile 
Congress. His determination in keeping the package 
intact will be a major new signal to the Arabs and 
the Israelis about precisely how serious he is in facing 
up to the Israeli forces and pushing through his own 
Middle East policies. 


PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL DUSTOUR, on Wednesday, said Israeli Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan has now invented a new illogic when, during his 
Jewish fund-raising trip to Chicago, he said that Jordan’s refusal 
to take a place at the "negotiations table” with Israel is a "ma- 
jor obstacle’ 1 In the path to peace. Mr. Dayan, of course, forgot 
to mention anything about Jordan's clear position on these nego- 
tiations. As His Majesty King Hussein recently told Agence Fr- 
ance Press, Jordan will not join these talks until they prove their 
seriousness and that must be proved by Israel's commitment to 
a specific agenda of peace on the basis of United Nations Reso- 
lutions 242 and 338. This would include withdrawal from all oc- 
cupied Arab territories and the guarantee of Palestinian self- 
determination on Palestinian soil. Mr. Dayan, who knows full we- 
ll the Jor^nian position, is only trying to "pull a fast one” on 
the world and is clearly showring Israeli bad intentions.

Amman Stock Exchange Report

AMMAN — "Foreigners don’t 
drink coffee”. This is the title 
of an Egyptian play perform- 
ed recently in the theatre of 
the Department of Culture 
and Arts and quoted with mu- 
ch amusement by Mr. Hatem 
AI Sayed, the Director of the 
department’s drama section, 
as he leant across to serve me 
with just that refreshment 

He was describing the acti- 
vities of a small -group of pe- 
ople who are trying to get 
drama established as a popu- 
lar art form in Jordan. The 
focus for the group is a 200- 
seat theatre' (built in 1973) on 
Jebel Luweibdeb, staffed by a 
small team of directors and 
technicians. 

The permanent staff of the 
drama section (which as part 
of the Department of Culture 
and Arts now comes under the 
umbrella organisation of the 
Ministry of Culture and You- 
th) has in fact been drastically 
pruned in recent months. 

There used to be a compa- 
ny of about 30 actors and act- 
resses on full-time salaries. 
But, as Hatem Al Sayed ex- 
plained somewhat ruefully, 
“they tended to be paid for 
doing nothing." 

New faces 

Since Mr. Al Sayed took 
over, a few months ago, the 
permanent company has been 
disbanded and the section re- 
lies now instead on recruit- 
ing part-time actors for par- 
ticular plays. This has the 
merit of introducing new faces 
to the public -- quite impor- 
tant in a place where drama 
Is stOl on a small scale. 

The department advertises 
for talent in the press and 
puts the successful applicants 
through a three month train- 
ing course. There is a high 
turnover among the perform- 
ers but it is safe to say that 
most are young and that very 
few are women, which poses 
something of a problem. With 
extraordinary ingenuity is ap- 
pears that the section actua- 
lly re-scripted Gogol's “Gov- 
ernment Inspector” (the most 
recent of their productions) 
so that no women appeared at 
all. 

The number of performances 
has been stepped up at the 
theatre. Last year five full- 
scale productions were staged 
and die ambition is to have 
the theatre in continual use 
in the future. 

An American pla^.- opened

this year's season --on Feb. 
2. “The girl in the Freudian 
slip” was not arranged by the 
Department but they lent the 
theatre to the American Wo- 
men of Amman. By mid Feb- 
ruary the department's__own 
version --in Arabic Of cou- 
rse -- of a play by Clemen- 
ceau should be on the stage 
and two more have been se- 
lected to follow that. 

The theatre is not expected 
to make a profit and tickets 
can be bought for the comp- 
etitive price of 20 piasters. 
But it is still hard to lure au- 
diences away from the T.V. 
or the cinema. The majority 
of theatre-goers are drawn fr- 
om the better-educated. Scho- 
ol groups are encouraged and 
students get in at half price. 

Ob tour 

The theatre Is sometimes 
packed out for a whole we- 
ek’s performances but more 
successful In a way have been, 
the tours outside Amman wh- 
ich the department has under- 
taken. 

They have performed in Ka- 
rak, Ma'an, Irbld, Salt, Aqaba 
and Zarqa -- often in the op- 
en air. The people came in 
their masses and were happy 
-- according to Hatem Al Sa- 
yed. 

Without so many other fo- 
rms of entertainment in tho- 
se places, the audiences ten- 
ded to be more appreciative 
and enthusiastic. 

More could certainly be do- 
ne to encourage drama in sch- 
ools. The department is happy 
to help In any way it can - - 
with technical assistance and 
equipment. 

The department’s own plays 


are selected by a very high- 
powered committee which Inc- 
ludes at the moment for ins- 
tance the President of the Ro- 
yal Scientific Society. Their 
experience is that It is the 
comedies which draw the cr- 
owds. “The Government Insp- 
ector” was a great success 
and Its social and political co- 
mment appreciated. Samuel 
Beck rtfs Endgame, understan- 
dably. was less well-received. 

There are a few Jordanians 
who write for the stage -- 
like Mahmoud Zudi or Jabal 
Abu Ham dan, but tending to 
be more serious their works 
have not achieved great popu- 
larity as yet 

The most popular entertain- 
ment of all, according to Ge- 
orge Lamas, who organizes 
visiting exhibitions and perfo- 


rming groups for the Minist- 
ry, is foBdoric dancing and si- 
nging. Staged in the Palace of 
Culture these shows often pa- 
ck in audiences of 4,000 over 
a couple of nights. Shakespe- 
are goes down well too. 

The Royal Theatre 

In the near future the dra- 
ma scene in Jordan is going to 
be transformed. Contrary to 
all appearances, work is stflj 
going on on that space-age look- 
ing building on the way to 
the university, which as Its 
rusting sign proclaims, is the 
Royal Theatre. It reportedly 
bouses a cinema and restaur- 
ant and a most advanced sta- 
ge equipped with the latest 
theatrical gadgets. There arrf 
rumours that it may be fini- 
shed this year. 

This month a well-known 
British theatre manager, Mr. 
Ian Albery, is being flown out 
as the guest of the minister 
to advice about how to put 
it all into operation. ' 

Asked about the difficulties, 
as he saw them, of developing 
drama here, Hatem Al Sayed 
talked about a dutch of prob- 
lems -- but he felt that the 
lack of actors and suitable pl- 
aywrights were the most im- 
portant 

Equipping Amman with a 
deluxe new theatre is not the 
obvious thing to do when ex- 
isting ones are not used to 
their capacity. In the initial 
stages the Royal Theatre will 
have to be staffed largely fr- 
om outside. But it may be th- 
at a large-scale project of this 
sort is just what is needed to 
infect the people of Amman 
with the theatre-going bug.

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Saudi Arabia introduces oil 
production ceiling at 
8.5 million barrels per day 

NEW YORK, Feb. 15 (R). — Saudi Arabia, the world’s largest oil exporter, has imposed a production 
limit of 8.5 million barrels a day, the Chairman of Exxon Corporation, Mr. C. C. Garvin, said yester- 
day. Mr Garvin said the limit, two milli on barrels below the country’s maximum potential daily out- 
put, applied to production by the Arabian AmericanOil Company (ARAMCO), a consortium of four U.S. 
oil firms including Exxon and the Saudi government. 


Mr. Garvin was speaking at 
a news' conference in Washing- 
ton. 

Authoritative oil industry 
sources said the ceiling was 
about 500,000 barrels a day 
less than Saudi Arabia has be- 
en producing in recent months. 
Precise figures are kept sec- 
ret by the Saudis. 

It is the first time since la- 
te 1976 that such a limit has 
been applied. 

Oil industry sources sugges- 
ted three reasons for the ceil- 
ing. 

One was a current world 
oil surplus, caused by more 
efficient use of petroleum and 
the still sluggish economies 


of some industrial states. 

Another possible reason was 
that Saudi Arabia wanted to 
signal to other members of 
the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPECD 
that it would keep production 
In line to support OPEC pri- 
ces. 

The third possible explanat- 
ion, the sources said, was th- 
at oQ production normally ri- 
ses in the second half of the 
year and falls off during the 
first half. 

Although the 1977 average 
dally production in Saudi Ar- 
abia has been estimated at ju- 
st over nine million barrels 
daily, production, in the last 


three months went as high as 
95 million barrels a day in 
December. 

But last month this figure 
fell off significantly, oil indu- 
stry experts believe. 

The industry sources told 
Reuters Aramco would prob- 
ably have no trouble respect- 
ing the 8.5 million barrel cei- 
ling. 

The company, responsible 
for nearly all Saudi oil pro- 
duction and marketing, wou- 
ld probably not have produc- 
ed much more than that any- 
way, the sources said. 

Last year was the first time 
that average daily production 
from Saudi Arabia exceeded 


nine million barrels. The av- 
erage for 1976 was 8J3 mil- 
lion barrels a day, and for 1975 
was 6.8 million. 

Despite the current 8.5 mi- 
llion barrel per day ceiling 
the Saudi government had re- 
iterated plans to increase po- 
tential production to around 
14 million barrels a day by 
the early 1980’s, Mr. Garvin 
said.

Saudi Arabia has assured continued 
use of dollar in oil price setting, 
says U.S. Treasury secretary 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (R). — Treasury Secretary Michael Blumenthal said 
yesterday the major industrialised nations were confident they could main- 
tain growth and still avoid upsetting the world economy by sharp currency 
fluctuations. 

He told a news conference after a three-day trip to Europe that Saudi 
Arabia had assured him it would continue to set oil prices in dollars and so 
avoid weakening the U.S. currency further. 

Mr. Blumenthal met the finance ministers of Britain, Japan, France and 
West Germany jointly in Paris and had a private meeting with Saudi Arabian 
Finance Minister Sheikh Mohammad All Abal Khail. 

Mr. Blumenthal commented on the suggestion last month by Kuwaiti 
Oil Minister Abdul Muttaleb A1 Kazrnri that the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) should find another unit of currency for oil pri- 
ces. 

He said the Saudi Arabian finance minister had already promised him 
that the Saudis had no intention of taking part in such a shift. 


Gulf states meet U.N. body agrees on 
to coordinate compromise proposal 
monetary policy for oil tanker safety 


ABU DHABI, Feb. 15 (R). — 
Central bankers from six Gulf 
states opened a two-day meet- 
ing here today in an attempt- 
to coordinate their monetary 
policies. 

The official Emirates News 
Agency said that Saudi Arabia 
and Oman were participating 
as full members for the first 
time in a quarterly meeting of 
the central bankers of the gulf 
which has been held regularly 
for the last three years. 

Saudi Arabia has attended ■ 
previous meetings as an obser- 
ver but Oman has never tak- 
en part. 


Today’s meeting followed last 
month’s revaluation by three 
states -- UAE, Qatar and Bah- 
rain - - of their currencies aga- 
inst the U.S. dollar. 

The coordinated revaluation 
is expected to be discussed by 
the bankers. 

The first day will be devo- 
ted to reports on the economic, 
monetary and banking policy 
in each country, officials said. 

The second day will be for 
an open discussion of coordin- 
ation of banking policy and the 
monetary situation in the re- 
gion, they said. 


U.S. jet fighter costs surge 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (AP). 
— Hie estimated cost of the 
U.S. navy’s new F-14, already 
tlie most expensive jet fighter 
in history, is climbing by more 
than 45 per cent to $29.7 mil- 
lion apiece, military sources 
say. 

The sources say a quarterly 
report will show that the cost 
of an F-14, the navy’s chief fl- 
eet air defense fighter, is go- 
ing up by about $9.3 million. 

At the same time, the price 
of an F-18 fighter -- described 
by Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown as "a low-cost comple- 
ment to the F-14” - - is rising 


by about $2J2 million to $18 
million each. 

The air force’s two prime 
fighters, the F-I5 and F-16, 
also are registering cost boo- 
sts, sources said, but much 
less than the navy aircraft ex- 
perienced. 

The F-15, designed to defe- 
at any known Soviet fighter, 
is up by about $200,000 a pl- 
ane to $18.1 million. U-S. Pre- 
sident Jimmy Carter has propo- 
sed selling 15 of these planes 
to Israel and 60 to Saudi Ara- 
bia. 

The F-16. the air force's li- 
ghtweight fighter, is increasing 


by about $800,000 dollars to 
$10.8 million. Mr. Carter has 
proposed selling 75 of these 
aircraft to Israel. 

The sources said much of 
the increase in the costs of the 
F-15, F-16 and F-18 is blamed 
on projected inflation in the 
years the planes are being pro- 
duced. 

Part of the big rise in the 
cost of the last 162 F-14’s to 
be purchased, however, is said 
to result from a decision to 
stretch out F-14 production. 
Next year the navy will buv 
24 F-14’s instead of the 36 
that the navy requested. 


Egypt holds 
investment meet 


LONDON, Feb. 15 (R). — Mar- 
itime and oil-producing nati- 
ons in conference here yester- 
day agreed on ways to reduce 
oil pollution from tankers by 
installing safety systems. 

A spokesman at the United 
Nations Inter-governmental Ma- 
ritime Consultative Organisati- 
on (IMCO), which sponsored 
the two-week meeting, said all 
60 states taking part had agr- 
eed on a compromise propo- 
sal. 

This generally allows tank- 
er owners to choose either a 
costly refit for all existing ves- 
sels to put in separate seawater 
ballast tanks or the less-expen- 


sive installation of a high-pres- 
sure spray cleaning system. 
New vessels would have to ha- 
ve both systems. 

The proposal will go to a 
plenary meeting of the confe- 
rence today and will come into 
force when a certain number 
of governments yet to be fixed 
-- has agreed to it 

Much of the world’s oil pol- 
lution is caused when tankers 
empty their ballast tanks to 
take on ofl. They need to car- 
ry seawater when not loaded 
to give them stability and ke- 
ep their propellers in the wa- 
ter. 

The United States had pre- 
ssed for compulsory refitting 


of existing tankers with separa-, 
te ballast tanks, but dropped; 
the demand in the face of opp- •' 
osition from many states on the ; 
grounds of oost. ■: 

The U.S. was supported by- 
Norway, Sweden, Greece, More- 
oco and Portugal. The British- 
favoured washing system was 
preferred by Japan, Holland, ' 
Italy, East and West Germany 
and some developing nations.- 
In the compromise, ships ot- i 
er 40,000 tons must have one I 
of the systems, but smaller v* ■ 
ssels would need only to ii 
all a simple system to pomp 
their non-explosive exhaust ga- 
ses into oil tanks to make than 
safer. 


Carter calls in coal miners, 




mine owners for negotiations 


CAIRO, Feb. 15 (R). — A one- 
day conference on pr o gr es s ac- 
hieved so far in investment 
projects and difficulties enco- 
untered by investors in Egypt 
was held here yesterday. 

Addressing the opening ses- 
sion, Prime Minister Mamdo- 
uh Salem said that raider the 
country's open-door economic 
policy, investment projects 
were completed in die past 
two years with a capital to- 
talling about 575 million Eg- 


yptian pounds (about $826 mi- 
llion). 

- Mr. Salem said this was ta 
addition to projects carried 
out in free zone areas ta Eg- 
ypt totalling 271 projects. 

The conference was attend- 
ed by representatives of fore- 
ign investors in Egypt; as we- 
ll as Egyptian econo uric offi- 
cials. 

Mr. Salem said the open-do- 
or economic policy was a ba- 
sic national strategy. 


WASHINGTON,. Feb. 15 (R). 
— President Carter called on 
coal miners and mine owners 
to come to the White House 
for negotiations yesterday ai- 
med at ending an 11-week st- 
rike. 

If the stalemate goes on Mr. 
Carter said he might use his 
powers to order 160,000 strik- 
ing workers back to the pits 
--a move he has resisted wh- 
ile, during a bitter winter, 
U.S. coal stocks have shrunk 
dangerously low. 

The strike threatens to cause 
mass lay-offs and power cuts 
in the U.S. Middle West- 

Most outdoor and advertis- 


ing lighting was ordered turn- 
ed off in Indiana. Ohio was 
expected to follow suit. 

Virginia was considering ra- 
tioning electric power. Weste- 
rn Pennsylvania power compa- 


nies were seeking permission 
from state officials for power 
cuts. 

‘The present stalemate ...

the president declared. 


Iceberg towing gets a stamp of credibility 


ADELAIDE, Australia, (AIS) — 
The first International Confe- 
rence on Iceberg Utilisation 
has decided to seek governme- 
nts' support for an Australian 
professor's plan to use icebe- 
rgs to water arid lands. 

There are hopes that a co- 
ordinated international assault 
on the problem could begin in 
the Antarctic this year. 


Professor Peter Schwerdtfe- 
ger, who is the Professor of 
Meteorology and Director of 
the Institute for Atmospheric 
and Marine Sciences at Flind- 
ers University in Adelaide, the 
South Australian capital, per- 
suaded the Australian govern- 
ment two years ago to send 
a five-man study team to the 
Antarctic as the first serious 
step In Investigating the pro- 
posal 
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Reports of this reached the 
Saudi Arabian government 
which jointly, with the Fren- 
ch Central Commerce Organis- 
ation, CICERO, sponsored a 
preliminary conference in Pa- 
ris in June, 1977 to examine 
Professor Schwerdtfeger’s pro- 
position in more detail. 

That meeting, decided to ca- 
ll the first International Con- 
ference on Iceberg Utilisation 
in the United States of Ame- 
rica at Ames. Iowa. 

This time the Saudi Arabian 
government’s co-sponsor was 
the United States National Sc- 
ience Foundation. 

“In short,” said Professor 
Schwerdtfeger, “the idea of 


towing icebergs to arid coun- 
tries has had the stamp- of 
credibility placed upon it and 
if the plan can become a re- 
ality it will mean more to the 
world -- and particularly the 
Third World countries -- than 
even the greatest feats of sp- 
ace exploration.” 

Professor Schwerdtfeger, 
who represented Australia at 
the American conference with 
Flinders University colleague, 
Mr. Jonathan Job. a chemical 
engineer, said he had been gr- 
eatly impressed by the num- 
ber of positive and practical 
scientific papers presented at 
the meeting. 

Because the international Gl- 
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obal Atmospheric Research Pr- 
ogramme (GARP) was due to 
be launched in the Antarctic 
during 1978, this would be an 
ideal time - - with so much 
scientific equipment and man- 
power assembled there - - to 
begin the first stage of a fe- 
asibility study on iceberg to- 
wing, he said. The sponsors 
hoped to persuade governme- 
nts to support the study hi 
conjunction with GARP. 

"Since Icebergs are usually 
avoided like the plague, what 
needs to be done Is to use 
available satellite technology 
to select a suitable stable ice- 
berg and land a data gather- 
ing team of scientists on it to 
compile a life history of its 
dynamics «nr> thermal charact- 
eristics,” Professor Schwerdtf- 
eger said. 

Once we know how Icebergs 
behave as they melt, and at 
what rate and in what con- 
ditions they disintegrate, we 
should be in a position to try 
test tows in areas remote from 
shipping lanes,” he said. 

Professor Schwerdtfeger sa- 
id the final stage of the feasi- 
bility study would be a full 
tow and processing of the ice- 
berg nt a previously determin- 
ed destination. 

Because Australia was ide- 
ally placed for such an exer- 
cise, it seemed likely that a 
beaching position would be de- 
cided on at either the eastern 
or western end of the Great 
Australian Bight. 

Professor Schwerdtfeger he- 
ld talks In Australia late in 
1977 with Mr. George Mougta, 
Managing Director of Iceberg 
Transport International limi- 
ted, of Paris, which is retain- 
ed as an advisor to the Saudi 
Arabian government 

The professor said he had li- 
ttle doubt that the Saudi Ar- 


abian government would be 
willing to finance an Iceberg 
towing feasibility study, prov- 
ided it had “appropriate indic- 
ations of support from other 
governments such as those of 
the United States of America, 
the United Kingdom, France 
and Australia, perhaps start- 
ing with an indication of sup-; 
port through GARP.” 

It was amazing to observe 
the speed at which the pro- 
ject had become “totally res- 
pectable”, he said. 

“Before the June Paris con- 
ference many scientists refu- 
sed to take us seriously; af- 
ter the Paris talks many offer- 
ed us cautionary support; but 
after the October. Iowa con- 
ference, even the most caut- 
ious were admitting that there 
could be something in it,” 
Professor Schwerdtfeger said.

Commonwealth leaders are 
holding 48 hours of informal 
talks at a luxurious manor 
house here inside a cordon of 
armed troops and police.

All life 
is in space 
dust, says 
scientist 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (R). 
— An American scientist sug- 
gested today that all the ing- 
redients for life are contained 
in the gases and dusts winch 
swirl throughout the Universe. 

Dr. Raymond J. Talbot, of 
Rice University, told die an- 
nual meeting of the American 
Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science that astrono- 
mers had used new techniques 
for radio astronomy to identi- 
fy many molecules necessary 
for life in the interstellar me- 
dium (ISM). 

Scientists had no techniques 
at present to detect some mo- 
lecules but “there is every su- 
ggestion that they are there,” 
he said In a paper to be deli- 
vered at the meeting. 

Dr. Talbot said many of the 
molecules already discovered 
are those contained in the 
“primordial soup” which had 
been produced in laboratory 
experiments. 

"Ibis fact raises the possi- 
bility that the phenomenon we 
know as life' maybe a natural, 
common, universal advanced 
stage of interstellar organic 
chemistry,’’ he said. 

He said the complex organic 
molecules found In space, on- 
ce thought to be a lifeless void 
between the stars, are now be- 
lieved to be atoms moving ab- 
out on the surfaces of small 
silicate grains which astronom- 
ers refer to os dust. 

Except for the size and deg- 
ree of complexity, Dr. Talbot 
asked rhetorically, was there 
any difference between those 
complex interstellar particles 
and the Luge silicate grain 
we know as Earth? 

“It Is not unreasonable,” he 
said, “to regard life as sim- 
ply one superoomplex compon- 
ent of the Interstellar med- 
ium.”

MOSCOW, Feb. 15 (Agencies; 
— Major Abdel Sal am Jalloud. 
a member of the ruling secre- 
tariat of the Libyan People's 
Congress, today briefed Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev on 
Arab moves to counter Egypt's 
peace initiative towards Israel, 
and discussed the situation in 
the Horn of Africa, Tass news 
agency reported. 

TasS said Maj. Jalloud infor- 
med the Soviet leader about 
the decisions of a recent three- 
day summit of Arab leaders 
opposed to the Egyptian mov- 
es in Algiers to coordinate 
their opposition. 

The Tass report said Maj. 
Jalloud and Mr. Brezhnev agr- 
eed that the Egyptian-lsraeli 
talks were obstructing the es- 
tablishment of a just peace in 
the Middle East, and damaging 
Arab interests. 

The Soviet Union strongly 
backs Damascus and Tripoli in 
their opposition to Egypt’s di- 
rect contacts with Israel, and 
has provided substantial aid to 
both countries. 

Libya is reported to have pl- 


edged $2 billion to Syria to 
finance additional military and 
economic aid, much of it from 
the Soviet bloc. 

The Libyan aid commitment 
to Syria, according to western 
military sources in Damascus, 
was a secret decision taken at 
the Algiers conference early 
this month. 

Maj, Jalloud is the latest in 
a series of visitors to Moscow 
from Arab states opposed to 
the Egyptian peace initiative. 

Diplomatic sources said a se- 
nior PLO official has also pa- 
id a secret visit to Moscow. 

At today's Kremlin meeting 
the two men emphasised the 
importance of consolidating the 
progressive forces of the Arab 
world, and strengthening their 
mutual understanding with the- 
ir natural allies the communist 
bloc, Tass said.
